chief potentil^^overmlfen^ritnesses is not cooperating fully with the 
USA, SDNY. 


BACKGROUND 


This case relates to the investigation being conducted into 
the alleged payment of $50,000 to Morton Hobson while he was an 
Assistant USA, SDNY, and to Roy Cohn, by the subjects of a Securities 
and Exchange Commission (SEC) case involving the United Dye and 
Chemical Corporation, to control the indictment in this SEC case. 

As a result, Allard Roen, Samuel Garfield, Allen Swann, and Irving 
Pasternak were allegedly omitted from the indictment handed down on 8/25 
The case was re-presented to a grand jury, and on 11/2/60, all subjects 

I were indicted for the SEC violation. The USA, SDNY, has for some time 
had a Federal grand jury probing into the alleged bribery of Robson 
and Cohn.

USA, SDNY^ this dissemination to be made, with complete concealment 
of the scxizc«, by ASAC Alton M. Bryant to Chief Criminal AUSA Silvio J, 
Mollo who has been very friendly with the FBI for many years.

, Stock Fraud Trial 
Longest iiVHistory 


• NEW YORK, Not. 6 (AP)] 
After more than olKht months 
of trial, the Government has 
rested its case In the prosecu- 
tion of four individuals and 
a corporation accused of swin- 
dling the public out of $$ mil- 
lion through a stock fraud. 

Officials say the case al- 
ready has set a record in be- 
ing tho longest criminal jury 
trial ever conducted in any 
Federal court Previously, they 
say, the longest was the 1949 
case of first-string Communist 
leaders who were convicted 
after seven months of trial. 

In the current Federal 
Court case, the defendants 
are charged with conspiracy 
in the illegal sale of 575,000 
shares of unregistered stock 
of^Ilni t g4 , Py^ & Chemical 
Corp. The Government con- 


tends the 1955-50 tales were 
made through high-pressure 
telephone and mail campaigns. 

During the course of the 
trial, nine" Individuals and 
three corporationa pleaded 
guilty. ' 

Still on trial are VligU D. 
Dardl, former head of United 
Dye; Charles Rosenthal, a 
broker; Robert B. Gravis, a 
broker; Gravis* defunct corpo- 
ration, and Charles M. Ber- 
man, also a broker. 

The government presented 
80 witnesses, and the trial 
record in date totals 19,000 
pages. Presentation of the 
defense’s case is expected to 
start later this week, and sev- 
eral more weeks probab^ 
will elapse before the jury of 
Seven men and five women be- 
gins deliberations. — ,,
